Amid the elation from the global Centennial of the Armenian 
Genocide commemorative events, we are warned not to fall 
into euphoria. The national tragedy, the blindness toward which 
anguishes me, is our denial of the nation’s Achilles’ Heel, the 
Syrian Armenian catastrophe. The most serious national crisis the 
Armenian Diaspora has ever experienced since the Genocide a 
century ago is a footnote in our existential reality today. Unable to 
comprehend the plan (and admittedly unable to change course) 
and its approaching consequence, we are about to lose the most 
firmly anchored foundation of our Diaspora existence, the closest 
to a lost Fatherland and an ever flowing spring of cultural, spiritual 
and national leadership to the Diaspora. 

Western powers not only have been ‘weak reeds’ in the 
protection of Christians in the Middle East, as some suggest, 


but have forged alliances that today are destructive 
to the Christians of the Middle East and tomorrow 
will regrettably fire back. None of the above has 
deterred the AMAA in its quest to sustain the Armenian 
community in Syria, move as many people as possible 
away from the danger zone and support the refugees in 
the perimeter of the crisis zone. Recurring persecution 
and misfortune in history has forged us to be ironclad 
survivors, a resilient nation that has learned to rise up 
from the ashes like the phoenix and survive.

ope Francis, head of the Roman Catholic Church, made history on 
— April 12th, by referring to the atrocities committed against 

Armenians by Ottoman Turkey at the dawn of the 20th century as 
"Genocide." 

Speaking on Sunday, April 12, at the St. Peter’s Basilica Mass in Rome to mark the 100th anniversary of the Armenian Genocide, 
the Pontiff called the crime committed against the Armenian nation in its historic ancestral home as the "first Genocide of the 20th 
century." 

Referring to the century old immeasurable and unconscionable pain and suffering of the Armenian people, Pope Francis said 
"concealing or denying evil is like allowing a wound to keep bleeding without bandaging it." 

The Armenian Missionary Association of America welcomes Pope Francis’ moral high ground, salutes the courage of the head 
of the Catholic Church and prays that all efforts toward international acknowledgement and condemnation of crimes against 
humanity will lead the world to a safer place and mankind to a peaceful harbor. 

Zaven Khanjian, Executive Director/CEO of the Armenian Missionary Association of America, said that the organization "hopes 
that realization of responsibility in past and present human tragedies by world leaders will help extinguish flames of continued 
agony and pain and end continuing carnages around the world and in particular the intolerable anguish experienced by the various 
communities making up the ancient human mosaic characterizing the people of Syria."

AMAA Executive Director/CEO's 
Message on April 24 


pril 24, 2015, marks the 100th Anniversary of the 
Armenian Genocide, planned and perpetrated by the 
Ottoman Turks, against our people, under the cover 
of World War I. 

Since God our Lord led Noah's ark to safety many, many 
centuries ago, "...and the ark came to rest on the mountains of 
Ararat," (Genesis 8, 4), our people toiled the land, tilled it with 
sweat and blood, created art and music, song and dance, conceived 
a genius who gifted the nation its unique identity, and went 
on to build a remarkable and glowing civilization overcoming 
persecution and occupation. 

The 20th century begot the nation a rendezvous with evil, 
with the cruel and brutal sickling of an indigenous people 
peacefully residing in an over four millennium homeland. The 
abominable fate of a million and a half innocent victims, uprooted 
from an ancestral home and led to their extinction by the sword, 
starvation, sickness and the desert sand is beyond any human 
imagination. 


The most tormenting subject on my psyche, the inner 
turmoil and agony of my mind, caused by the immeasurable and 
unconscionable pain and suffering of my forebears was caused by 
a heinous cabal, unabashedly recognized as the state government 
of Ottoman Turkey, at the turn of the 20th century. 

Furthermore, our collective reckoning of the unconscionable 
thousands who were forced and are still condemned into a society 
and faith foreign to their indigenous forebears, does not just fit the 
Centennial of the Genocide, but asserts the undeniable reality of 
a Century of Genocide. 

Today, as we jubilantly praise God and hail the resurrection 
of the nation from the ashes of the heinous crime against humanity, 
we bow to the memory of the victims who perished for anchoring 
their existence in their ethnicity and Christian faith. We also vow 
to overcome evil with more song and dance, hope and prayer, 
smile and joy, all for the Glory of God, who remained loyal to His 
Covenant not to forsake us. "I will never leave you nor forsake 
you." (Hebrews 12:5) O

orship Concerts in Commemoration of the Centennial 
of the Armenian Genocide were sponsored by the 
Armenian Evangelical Union of North America 
(AEUNA), in conjunction with the Armenian 
Brotherhood, Brethren and Nazarene Churches, and, with the 
cooperation and help of the Armenian Missionary Association 
of America (AMAA). More than 2,300 people attended the two 
commemoration worship concerts. 

The first concert was held on Saturday, April 25 at the First 
Church of the Nazarene of Pasadena, CA, with the attendance of 
local pastors. Pastor Mano Agulian, Pastor of the Armenian Christian 
Outreach of Pasadena Nazarene Church, welcomed the congregation 
and Rev. Dr. Ron Tovmassian, AEUNA Moderator, shared the 
purpose of our gathering. Rev. Dr. Ara Chakerian delivered the 
opening words and prayer. Rev. Paul Doctorian, Pastor of the 
Pasadena Armenian Nazarene Church and Rev. Calvin Sagherian, 
Pastor of the Armenian Brotherhood Church, participated with 
heartfelt messages. Rev. Kevork Terian, Pastor of the Armenian 
Cilicia Evangelical Church, gave the Benediction. The Armenian 
Missionary Association of America was represented by Levon 
Filian, West Coast Executive Director. 

On Saturday, May 2, the second commemoration concert 
was held at the Glendale Presbyterian Church. Rev. Hendrik 
Shanazarian, Acting Minister to the AEUNA, welcomed everyone 
and shared the message of the AEUNA Moderator, Rev. Dr. Ron 
Tovmassian. Rev. Dr. Ara Chakerian opened with a prayer and 
powerful messages were delivered by Rev. Dikran Shanlian, Pastor 
of the Armenian Evangelical Brethren Church, and Rev. Daniel 
Albarian, Pastor of the Christian Outreach for Armenians Church. 

New Hope Singers and the joint youth choir, under the 
leadership of Rev. Berdj Djambazian and musical direction of Albert 
Bulbulyan, performed powerfully and beautifully the inspirational 
songs of Hagop Jambazian. His compositions, besides many 
worship songs, include works such as Christ’s 
Passion, the Armenian Genocide Requiem, the 
Darfur Genocide Requiem, a Christmas Oratorio 
and a Resurrection Oratorio. 

The program was divided into three parts: 
Crucifixion, Salvation and Praise. All songs were 
subtitled in English and enhanced with pictures 
shown on a large screen. 

The soloists Vahagn Hovents, Lucine Fyelon, 
Arpy Aintablian, and Raffi Kerbabian, with their 
God-given talents and voices, under the musical 
direction of Albert Bulbulyan, technical direction of 
Nazo Hadidian and the participation of the joint youth 
choir, proclaimed powerfully and wholeheartedly the 
good news of Jesus as Lord and Savior. 


At the end of each concert, Rev. Berdj Djambazian shared 
from archival resources the martyrdom of 37 Armenian Evangelical 
Pastors, who were heading to the Evangelical Convention in Adana 
in 1909. He encouraged everyone to become the torchbearers of our 
Jesus-centered martyrs who were faithful until death to proclaim 
the good news that "We know that our Redeemer lives...because 
He lives we shall live also." The unprecedented commemoration 
worship concerts revived in us, as evangelicals, to become faithful 
witnesses of Jesus Christ in times like these. O

Unveiling Ceremony 
Pasadena, CA 


n April 18, over 1,500 people 

were in attendance to witness 

and participate in the unveil- 

ing of the Armenian Genocide 
Memorial at the Pasadena Memorial Park 
in Pasadena, CA. 

Representatives from the State of 
California, the County of Los Angeles 
and several city officials came to pay 
tribute to the 1.5 million Armenians who 
fell victim to the first Genocide of the 
20th century. There was indeed a sense of 
unity and solidarity with representation 
from all Armenian religious, political, 
cultural and educational organizations. 
Among the guests were Drs. Nazareth 
and Ani Darakjian from the AMAA, and 
Rev. Joseph Matossian, representing the 
AEUNA. 

Master of Ceremonies David Gevorkian 
welcomed the guests. The Posting of Colors 
was done by the AGBU and Homenetmen 
Scouts and the Pledge of Allegiance was 
led by Undersheriff Bernard Melekian. The 
Armenian and American National Anthems 


were sung by Lara Gharibian and Garo 
Sulahian respectively and the invocation 
was given by the Diocesan, Prelacy and 
clergy from all denominations. 

Special legacy appreciation and words 
of support were offered by the Honorable 
William Bogaard, Mayor of Pasadena, and 
the Honarable Michael Antonovich, LA 
County Board Supervisor. The cultural 
program included recitations and songs 
by the AGBU Manoukian, Hovsepian, and 
Sahag Mesrob School students. 

The Keynote address in English 
was given by Raffi Hamparian, ANCA 
National Board member, who elaborated 
on the solidarity of the Armenian people, 
and the perseverance of all Armenians 
worldwide to bring awareness of what 
happened, demanding justice and 
retribution. 

The Armenian message was deliv- 
ered by Levon Filian, AMAA West Coast 
Executive Director, who focused on the 
legacy of political and missionary men and 
women who courageously cried for jus- 


tice and intervention. He thanked the men 
and women who came to the rescue of the 
Armenian people by opening hospitals, or- 
phanages and schools. 

The unveiling of the monument was 
done by the clergy and The Pasadena 
Armenian Genocide Memorial Committee 
(PAGMC) Board members. The Ceremony 
was concluded by singing the Lord's 
Prayer, Hayr Mer. O

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Launching of the English Translation of Hrant Guzelian's Book 


The Youth Home of Istanbul: 
A Story of the Remnants: Homecoming

he Youth Home of Istanbul: A Story 

of the Remnants’ Homecoming 

release in English on the cusp of 

the Armenian Genocide Centen- 
nial fittingly honors author Hrant Guzelian’s 
battle against the last stages of Genocide. 
Guzelian rescued hundreds of Armenian 
youth decades after the Genocide, including 
a young protégé Hrant Dink, who became a 
fearless journalist in Turkey. 

The book’s publication by the Armenian 
Missionary Association of America(AMAA) 
was made possible by a donation from Dr. H. 
Steven and Julie Aharonian and Dr. Vicken 
and Sossy Aharonian, in loving memory of 
their father Rev. Dr. Hovhannes Aharonian, 
who was a staunch supporter of Hrant 
Guzelian’s mission and Godfather to the 
name "Youth Home of Istanbul." 

"Reading this book in 2007, I was 
convinced that there was an obligation to 
share it beyond an Armenian readership," 
said Zaven Khanjian, Executive Director/ 
CEO of the AMAA. "Scholars and historians 
should read Guzelian’s eye-witness account 
of cultural destruction in the countryside of 
Western Armenia, encounters with inhu- 
mane Turkish officials bent on denial and 
oppression, and conviction and action in 
countering an existential threat." 

The Joint Armenian Genocide Cen- 
tennial Committee of the AMAA and the 
Armenian Evangelical Union of North 
America launched the English translation of 
the book in a program attended by close to 
200 people, held on April 7, at The Armenian 
Society of Los Angeles. Hasmig Baran, 
Ed.D., served as the Mistress of Ceremonies. 

The program’s speakers stressed three 
themes: ACT, PACT, and IMPACT. ACT, 
covered by Edwin Minassian, Esq., Chair 
of the Istanbul Armenians Board of Trust- 
ees and Executive Board Member of the 
Armenian Bar Association, set the scene 
for Guzelian’s work. Turkey in the 1940s 
and 50s oppressed minorities with high

taxes, property seizures, and police state 
surveillance. "Right after pogroms target- 
ing Armenians and Greeks in the mid-50s, 
Guzelian launched his mission, despite the 
environment. He had resolve, and strong 
faith that his mission was essential. He knew 
that this was an existential struggle." Mr. 
Minassian noted, "There’s a lot in the book 
about how Guzelian dealt with his arrest in 
1980, and about Hrant Dink." 

PACT, explained by Rev. Vatche Ek- 
mekjian, AEUNA Representative of the 
Syrian Armenian Relief Fund and Member 
of the AEUNA Armenian Heritage Com- 
mittee, described an interaction between 
two parties. "Hrant Guzelian entered a pact 
of grace with God. He knew he was the 
weaker party, and faith is the most elemen- 
tal aspect of this kind of pact. Guzelian 
countered the ‘Turkification’ of Armenian 
youth; he was fighting against the forcible 
transfer of children away from their ethnic 
identity [defined in Article 2 of the Geneva 
Convention as a genocidal act]. He went to 
search for the lost and the hopeless, paral- 
leling the gospel story." 

Rev. Ekmekjian told the audience that 
his short encounter with Guzelian, in Yere- 


van in 2006, had "a magnificent psychologi- 
cal and emotional impact on me. Even before 
my encounter with him, my reading of his 
book in Armenian was a blessing, and I had 
encountered many people who had been 
blessed and served by his ministry." 

Mr. Khanjian summarized Guzelian’s 
IMPACT. He recited a passage in the memoir: 

"The state has been unfair, evil, op- 
pressive, unfeeling and biased. Envying our 
mores, instead of following with virtuous 
jealousy, learning and attaining high level, 
the Turk wanted to annihilate us, usurping, 
appropriating, insulting, and depriving us 
of our most basic rights, the language, the 
faith, the culture. ..I thought, what can I do in 
some measure to do my share and be useful 
to the remnants of my nation?" 

"Useful, he was!" said Mr. Khanjian. 
"The impact this man had was tremendous, 
not only on the life of a few thousand 
Armenian youngsters who passed through 
the gates of The Youth Home of Istanbul, 
but on Turkish society and politics, the 
reverberations of which will continue 
for times unknown." Mr. Khanjian noted 
that Guzelian took Hrant Dink, whose 
parents were divorced and whose father’s 
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whereabouts were unknown, into the Gedik 
Pasha Armenian Evangelical School’s Youth 
Home of Istanbul at the age of seven. For 
twenty years, 1961-1981, Dink was under 
the patronage of Guzelian, and for five 
additional years, he carried the torch of the 
church and the mission. Dink became editor- 
in-chief of the bilingual Turkish-Armenian 
newspaper Agos; advocated for human and 
minority rights in Turkey; and criticized 
Turkey’s denial of the Armenian Genocide. 
His assassination in 2007 in Istanbul 
outraged many Turkish citizens, caused 
widespread protests, and brought world- 
wide attention to continuing persecution of 
minorities in Turkey. 

Of the book, Mr. Khanjian noted, "Nar- 
rated by Guzelian in simple language and 
a humble Christian spirit, it is not literary 
nor is it written in glowing style." These 
limitations are more than balanced out by 
the power of Guzelian’s memories. He cap- 
tures the Catch-22 tenor of confrontations 
with intolerant officials, inspires the reader 
with frequent references to scripture as his 
primary guide to action, and shows great 
insight on ways to "fly under the radar" in a 
hostile political environment. 

The AMAA was a long-standing sup- 
porter of The Youth Home of Istanbul, and 


in the book Guzelian credits its leaders, as 
well as leaders of the Union of the Armenian 
Evangelical Churches in the Near East, for 
their faithful and generous support of the 
Home and of the summer camp he estab- 
lished in Tuzla. 

The Joint Armenian Genocide Centen- 
nial Committee celebrates the life and work of 
a worthy, unsung Armenian Evangelical hero 
with the publication of this book in English 
and has succeeded in bringing the story of his 
fight against the genocidal crimes of Turkey 
to the attention of the world. O

AMAA Executive Director/CEO Presents Lecture on Hrant Dink

invited Zaven Khanjian, Executive 
Director/CEO of the Armenian Missionary 
Association of America, to present the final 
program in their Lenten series on March 27. 
Following an evening of prayer service 

in the sanctuary, an enthusiastic crowd 
from the Philadelphia area Armenian 
churches gathered around tables in 
Hayatian Hall to hear Mr. Khanjian present 
a multi-media talk on Hrant Dink. Through 
quotes, audio recordings, and documentary 
films, Mr. Khanjian presented not only 
Mr. Dink's life, but also his ideals and 
aspirations for Turkey and for Armenians 
as part and parcel of their ancestral lands. 
As Mr. Khanjian portrayed the story, Mr. 
Dink's activism drew the admiration as 
well as the approbation of many around 


the world. It was also a 
source of personal anguish, 
as Mr. Dink directly faced 
the injustice of his country. 
Eventually he was executed 
for his willingness to stand 
up to the institutionalized 
chauvinism of the state. 
But messages of 
faith and hope also shone 
through, as the audience 
heard tapes of Mr. Dink's 
voice expressing his grati- 
tude for being cared for by 
loving Armenian  Chris- 
tians in his native land and 
overseas. The host Pastor, the Very Rev. Fr. 
Oshagan Gulgulian, added his words of 
gratitude to Mr. Khanjian, and related his 
own recollection of meeting Hrant Dink

several months before his assassination. The 
appreciative audience warmly applauded 
Mr. Khanjian for his thorough, thought-pro- 
voking and challenging presentation. O

We take this opportunity to thank the WCM for their continued support of the Armenians from 1890s to present 
and their support of human rights causes, including the passage of a resolution presented the UCC for the recognition of 
the Armenian Genocide and calling on the US and Turkish governments to recognize it as well. 

Below we share with our readers the proposed resolution in its entirety. 


Commemorating 100 Years since the Armenian Genocide 
A Resolution of Witness Submitted by Wider Church Ministries 
(A Covenanted Ministry of the United Church of Christ) 
October, 2014 


Summary: 2015 marks the 100-year anniversary of the Armenian 
Genocide in Anatolia (modern-day Turkey). With this resolution, 
the United Church of Christ, which has active current relationships 
with the Armenian community, seeks to mark this anniversary by 
reiterating its acknowledgement of the events and reasserting its 
concern for people and communities that are victims of violence, 
particularly when based on race, ethnicity, creed, or any other 
aspect of identity. 


Biblical, Theological, and Historical Grounding: 
Matthew 2:16-18 describes the massacre of all the first born males, 
ordered by Herod, after the Magi ignored his direction to report 
to him about the place of Jesus’ birth: When Herod saw that he 
had been tricked by the wise men,’ he was infuriated, and he sent 
and killed all the children in and around Bethlehem who were two 
years old or under, according to the time that he had learned from 
the wise men.” Then was fulfilled what had been spoken through 
the prophet Jeremiah: ‘A voice was heard in Ramah, wailing and 
loud lamentation, Rachel weeping for her children; she refused to 
be consoled, because they are no more.’ 

Rachel’s weeping and lamentation was a recognition that her 
children had perished, and those whom Herod ordered killed would 
never have the chance to thrive. Even so, Jesus "came that they 
have life, and have it abundantly," with justice and with peace. 

The victimization of innocents by those in power was not new 
in the 20" century; indeed history is replete with such tragedy. In 
the context of World War I, 1.5 million Armenians, and people of 
other ethnic and religious backgrounds, were killed, and another 
million were displaced, during the "deportations" that the Ottoman 
army carried out following arrests on April 24, 1915 of Armenian 
intellectual leaders in Constantinople. These deportations and 
massacres lasted eight years, from 1915 to 1923. Raphael Lemkin, a 
Jewish man who introduced the term "genocide" in his 1944 book, 
Axis Rule in Occupied Europe, had in mind the tragedy that befell 
the Armenians in 1915 and following, as well as the Holocaust of 
Jews in Europe in the 1930s and 1940s. 


Missionaries of the 
American Board of Com- 
missioners for Foreign Mis- 
sions—a predecessor body 
of Wider Church Ministries 
of the United Church of 
Christ—already working 
primarily among the Arme- 
nian community in Anatolia 
for a century, witnessed, documented, and advocated for an end 
to the massacres with local and international officials. They also 
raised funds for relief of those who were suffering, and who man- 
aged to resettle, many in northern Syria. 


Mutual Accountability: Today, the UCC, with the Christian 
Church (Disciples of Christ) through Global Ministries, continues to 
nurture relationships with Armenian Christians in the Middle East, 
North America, and elsewhere. In 1997, the General Synod affirmed 
the Union of Armenian Evangelical Churches in the Near East as "a 
partner in mission." In addition, Wider Church Ministries partici- 
pates with members from the Armenian Missionary Association of 
America in a Cooperative Committee on Armenian Missions, which 
was established in 1927. Relationships exist and have been drawn 
upon for consultation in preparation for this resolution. Recogni- 
tion of the Genocide on this occasion is a significant affirmation 
of a shared history. Adoption of this resolution would serve as a 
tangible expression of solidarity with our partners, demonstrate 
our participation with them in the commemoration, and provide 
direction for advocacy. 


Institutional Capacity: In 1983, the UCC’s Executive Council 
"extend[ed] to the Armenian people, and in particular the Arme- 
nian congregations and members of the United Church of Christ, 
deep sympathy and understanding in regard to the genocidal 
persecution experienced by this people in the early decades of 
this century. And further, the Executive Council [sought] positive 
steps towards justice in the historical account and towards peace

and reconciliation in this matter." Such efforts will be bolstered 
by a Synod resolution. 

The implementation of this resolution will not require ad- 
ditional financial or staff support. The resolution will, however, 
bolster work currently being done with Armenian partners. 


Probability of Influencing Social Change: A Resolution 
of Witness by General Synod on this occasion will be a significant 
message of support and solidarity to those who persevere in their 
quest for justice regarding the Armenian Genocide. It will also 
provide a basis for advocacy with the US government to recognize 
the Genocide. 


Text of the Motion: 

Whereas, 2015 marks the 100" anniversary of the Armenian 
Genocide in Anatolia (modern-day Turkey) in the Ottoman Empire, 
during which 1.5 million Armenians were killed and more than 1 
million displaced between 1915 and 1923; 

Whereas, surviving Armenians and their descendants who 
are still impacted by memory and consequences of the events, 
and many others, continue to seek recognition of the Genocide by 
Turkey, the US, and other governments of the world as a form of 
affirmation, of acknowledgement of truth, and of historical justice, 
asserting that time alone is not a remedy; 

Whereas, missionaries of our church witnessed, documented, 
and advocated for an end to the massacres with local and inter- 
national officials, and the United Church of Christ continues to 
maintain close relationships with Armenians ecumenically and 
globally, most particularly with the Union of Armenian Evangelical 
Churches in the Near East and the Armenian Missionary Associa- 
tion of America—relationships that have had mutual impact among 
Armenians and among members of our church; 

THEREFORE Be it resolved, that the Thirtieth General Synod 
mark the occasion of the centennial commemoration of the 
Armenian Genocide with lament for the lives that were lost, and 
for the lack of recognition by governments of the world, most 
notably Turkey and the US, of the historical event of the Genocide; 

Be it further resolved, that the United Church of Christ gives 
thanks for the faithful witness and presence of the Armenian 
Christian community, and offers prayers for its continued 
strength particularly as it is affected by the ongoing crisis in 
Syria, where many Genocide survivors resettled; 


Finally, be it resolved that the United Church of Christ reit- 
erates its abhorrence when peoples and communities are made 
victims of violence, particularly when based on race, ethnicity, 
creed, or any other aspect of identity. Taken to the ultimate 
manifestation, such victimization constitutes genocide, a crime 
that should be prevented, halted, recognized, and acknowl- 
edged, in order to protect the communities, and offer recogni- 
tion of the injustice it represents. 

The funding for the implementation of the Resolution will be 
made in accordance with the overall mandates of the affected 
agencies and the funds available. 

The Collegium of Officers, in consultation with appropriate 
ministries or other entities within the United Church of Christ, will 
determine the implementing body. O

Centennial of the Arm on 


AMA-Armenia was deeply involved in the recent commemoration 
of the 100" Anniversary of the Armenian Genocide. 

On April 24, the staff of AMA-Armenia and the Evangelical 
Church of Armenia, as well as AMAA’s guests from the Diaspora, 
who were in Armenia to participate in the commemorations of the 
Centennial of the Armenian Genocide, visited the Memorial at 
Dzidzernagapert and paid tribute to all the victims of the Armenian 
Genocide (See cover photos). 

On April 28, more than 1,200 Armenians filled the National 
Academic Theater of Yerevan to enjoy a program entitled "Our 
Light, Our Hope." The program, which was organized and 
sponsored by the AMAA, covered Armenia’s history before 
the Genocide, the years of the Genocide and the rebirth of the 
Armenian Nation. 

On April 29 and 30, the "Hayasa" theatrical group of AMA- 
Armenia presented a play on the life and the trial of Soghomon 
Tehlirian, the man who assassinated Talaat Pasha in Berlin in 1921. 
Over 600 people attended the play which was written by Berdj 
Zeituntsian and directed by Nune Abrahamian. 

The AMAA, in collaboration with World Vision, Shen, 
COAF, FAR and Heifer, has developed a three year plan to help 
the Martuni village. Each of these organizations will contribute 
to the development and growth of the village in the fields of 
education, youth development, health and economic growth. The 
Martuni village was founded in 1921 in the North Eastern region 
of Gegharkunik to house the Genocide survivors. O

nresponse to the recent news of the partial demolition of 
CAMP ARMEN in the Tuzla District near Istanbul, the 
Armenian Missionary Association of America (AMAA) 
has written to the President, Prime Minister and the 
United States Ambassador of the Republic of Turkey asking 
for their intervention and support. 
During the partial demolition of the Camp in early May, 
a group of Armenians from Turkey, including some of the 
former students of the Youth Home of Istanbul who grew 
up in Camp Armen, rushed to the site and are keeping guard 
day and night, thus halting further demolition of the Camp. 
Among those who went to the Camp was Rakel Dink, the 
widow of Armenian-Turkish journalist Hrant Dink. 
In the letters, Zaven Khanjian, Executive Director/CEO of 
the AMAA, asked that the Turkish leaders strongly consider 
an intervention and an immediate resolution to avoid further

demolition of this historically significant and beloved Camp 
and to secure the return of the property to its rightful owners, 
the Armenian Evangelical Church of Gedik Pasa in Istanbul. 

"We are imploring the help of the Turkish leaders in this 
matter," said Mr. Khanjian. "Camp Armen was home to over 
1,500 Armenian orphans who were gathered from the depths 
of Anatolia and was where Hrant and Rakel Dink met, grew 
up and were married. The Camp was a labor of love for the 
orphans and it became their ‘Atlantis’ civilization. It is an 
important part of a very meaningful chapter in our Armenian 
history, and one which we do not want to lose. We pray 
that God will grant us all a peaceful resolution of this legal 
struggle." 

The AMAA calls upon other Armenian churches and or- 
ganizations to raise their voices and send similar letters and 
requests to the leaders of the Turkish government. U

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Armenian Genocide Centennial 
Commemeorations Held in Paris

he Armenian Evangelical Community of France organized 
and hosted several events to commemorate the Centen- 
nial of the Armenian Genocide, from May 14 to May 17. 


The Commemorative events started with a three-day international 
conference entitled, "Truth, Justice, and Reconciliation," present- 
ing two lectures on "The Armenian Genocide and Spirituality," 
and "New Forms of Genocide in the Middle East today and in the 
Christian Communities." Both lectures were attended by over two 
hundred participants, including pastors, scholars and lecturers, in- 


cluding Bishop Maroun-Nasser Gemayel, Prelate of the Maronite 
Church in France. Among the participants of the program were 
Rev. Dr. Paul Haidostian, President of Haigazian University, and 
Rakel Dink, the widow of Hrant Dink, from Istanbul, Turkey. 

The Centennial commemoration was held on Saturday, May 
16, at the Armenian Evangelical Church of Issy-les-Moulineaux 
with the presence of civil and religious representatives, under the 
patronage of André Santini, former Minister, Deputy Mayor of Issy- 
les-Moulineaux. Some of the highlights of the Program were the 
100 Centennial Choir voice, planting of an olive tree, inauguration 
of a Commemorative Stele and exhibition of paintings entitled 
"Memory" by Armiss, DibaSar and other artists. O 


conference was held on March 18, by the Palace 

Protestants Association in the prestigious library of 

the Bar Association of the Bar of Paris, the Tribunal 

de Grande Instance of Paris. The speaker was Rev. 
René Léonian, Pastor of the Armenian Evangelical Church of 
France and Representative of the Armenian Evangelical World 
Council in Eurasia. The organizers welcomed an audience that 
included magistrates, lawyers from the Paris region and members 
of the Armenian community. 

Master Florence Fresnel, Secretary General of the Palace 
Protestant Association, welcomed the participants emphasizing 
the fact that their Association could not ignore the Centennial 
of the Armenian Genocide. Rev. Léonian articulated his remarks 


by three points. First he talked about the history of Armenia and 
Armenians. Then he presented the massacres and the Genocide 
of Armenians in the late 19th century until 1923. And, finally, he 
emphasized the Genocide recognition process and the Armenian- 
Turkish dialogue today. He then presented the Genocide in a 


historical and political context of the time, detailing the genocidal 
process employed by the "Young Turks." He presented research 
elements of a hundred years and expressed hope that on the basis 
of truth and justice, reconciliation will be possible between the 
Turks and the Armenians.

Historic and Memorable Days in Armenia

he following is my report about the Armenian Evangeli- 
cal World Council’s (AEWC) Executive Committee’s 
visit to Armenia on the Centennial observances of the 
Armenian Genocide: 

I. Centennial Observances 

In its October 16-17, 2014 meeting, the AEWC decided to 
hold a special Executive Committee meeting in Armenia in late 
April 2015, in order to participate in the national Centennial ob- 
servances of the Genocide. Pursuant to this decision, a Special 
Executive Committee meeting was held on April 28, 2015, in 
‘Yerevan. 

Prior to the meeting, an Armenian Evangelical delegation 
attended the "Global Forum Against the Crime of Genocide," or- 
ganized by the Republic of Armenia and was held on April 22-23, 
at the Sport’s and Concert’s Center (Hamalir) in Yerevan. 

More than 600 people, including presidents, parliamentarians, 
statesmen, international jurists, clergy and scholars participated 
in the two-day Forum, whose general theme was "I Remember 
and I Demand." 

On April 23, an Armenian Evangelical delegation attended the 
canonization ceremony of the victims of the Armenian Genocide 
at Etchmiadzin, led by His Holiness Karekin H, Catholicos of 
all Armenians and His Holiness Aram I, Catholicos of the Great 
House of Cilicia. Hundreds of Armenian and non-Armenian clergy, 
as well as representatives of various government delegations, 
headed by President Serzh Sargsyan, were in attendance. 

Friday, April 24, 2015 was the day of the official Centennial 
Observance of the Genocide. The commemoration took place at 
the Dzidzernagapert Memorial monument in Yerevan. Political 
and spiritual leaders, as well as dozens of foreign dignitaries, 
marked the 100th Anniversary of the start of the Armenian Geno- 
cide. The heads of the visiting delegations walked to the memo- 
rial monument one at a time, escorted by Armenian schoolgirls 
holding the national flags of their respective countries. Each 
foreign leader then put a yellow rose into the wreath shaped as a 
forget-me-not flower, the official emblem of the commemorations 
of the Genocide Centennial. Following the three-hour ceremony, 
the daylong procession of ordinary citizens began amid heavy 
rain. 

On April 28, in what has been an annual ritual, the Armenian 
Evangelical churches from all over the country gathered together 
in the Memorial Park. They marched to the monument, singing 
the Hayr Mer, and laid flowers by the hilltop memorial’s eternal 
flame. 

Il. Other Activities 

Besides visiting some of the Evangelical churches of Armenia 
and the centers of AMAA in various towns of Armenia, the 
Executive Committee members were engaged in the following 
activities: 

a. Paid a visit to the Minister of Diaspora, the Honorable

ach year, since 1986, the National Ethnic Coalition of 

Organizations (NECO) in collaboration with each branch 

of the US Armed forces, holds a ceremony on Ellis Island 

to bestow the prestigious Ellis Island Medal of Honor 
Award on only 100 qualified recipients.

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Meet Our Veteran Pastors: 
The Rev. John Avedis Zaritian

he Rev. John Avedis Zarifian was born in Marseille, 

France in 1926. A few years later the family moved to 

Aix-en-Province, a university city near Marseille. He 

received his bachelor’s degree in 1944 from "College 

du Sacre-Coeur" in Marseille. He was called to military 
service from October 1947 to January 1949 in Paris. He studied at 
Aix-en-Province Theological Seminary from September 1949 to 
June 1951. 

In November 1951, John was sent by the Armenian Evangelical 
Union of France to Buenos Aires, Argentina, where he became Pastor 
of the Armenian Holy Trinity Congregational Church. He continued 
his theological studies at the Theological Seminary of Buenos Aires 
and received his Master of Divinity degree in 1955. 

He was ordained on August 22, 1954, by Bishop John Gatinoni 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church of South America, Rev. Kevork 
Balikian, and Rev. Nazareth Salibian with the consent of the Armenian 
Evangelical Church and the Theological Seminary of Argentina. He 
was mairied to Lois Balikian in May 1952 and they were blessed 
with a son in 1955. 

After serving in Buenos Aires from December 1951 to March 
1962, Rev. Zarifian received an invitation to visit the Armenian 
Evangelical Churches in the United States. 

In September 1962, Rev. Zarifian came to Salem, NH and 
pastored the Armenian Ararat Congregational Church until the end 
of 1966. 

From 1967 to February 1977, for almost 11 years, he served as 
Pastor of the Armenian Evangelical Church of Montreal. 

From 1977 to 1980, he served in the Middle East as an evangelist. 
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From March 1, 1980 
to June 30, 1998 he served 
in the Armenian Euphrates 
Evangelical Church in Rhode 
Island. 

During his ministry, 
Rev. Zarifian was a visiting 
evangelist in the following 
countries: France, Greece, 
Lebanon, Syria, Iran, Turkey 
and Armenia. 

Since his retirement from 
active ministry in 1998, he 
accepted a call from the late 
Executive Director of the Armenian Missionary Association of 
America Rev. Dr. Movses Janbazian without remuneration, (travel 
expenses only covered by the AMAA), to be a visiting evangelist in 
Syria, Lebanon, Greece, Turkey, Iran, Armenia and South America. 
Rev. Zarifian has devoted all of his time, talents and energy to 
evangelism, and has been instrumental in bringing many to Christ. 

Rev. John Zarifian has been a faithful servant of the Lord for 
almost 65 years. 

In recognition of his selfless services to both the Providence 
church where Rev. Zarifian has served 18 years, and the Armenian 
Evangelical Church of Montreal for six years, the churches have 
granted him the honorary Pastor Emeritus title. 

Currently Rev. Zarifian and his wife Lois reside in Montreal, 
Quebec, Canada. O

s we commemorate the 100th Anniversary of the Armenian 
Genocide, we want to share with our friends and 
supporters the life journey of a lady who has traveled 
extensively, witnessed the suffering of the Armenian 
people in remote places such as Der El Zor, has provided medical 
assistance to the wounded, comfort to the lonely, and financial aid as 
needed for the Christian and Armenian ministry among her people. 

Anahis Derian Boolghoorjian was born in Beirut, Lebanon. As 
a child, she moved to Jerusalem with her parents and six siblings.

She graduated as a Registered Nurse, 
RN with honors, from the Kennedy Memorial Hospital in Tripoli, 
Lebanon. Her nursing profession led her to serve Armenians and 
Bedouin Arabs in Der El Zor. Here, she met kidnapped Armenian 
women, orphaned Armenian boys, and refugees from her parents’ 
hometown of Marash. Meeting and feeling the sufferings of her 
people shaped her character to become a stronger Christian and a 
generous donor to reach out for those in need. 

Anahis moved to Pasadena, CA with her family in 1956. She 
met Henry, whom she married in 1957. After working as a nurse 
for several years at the Hollywood Presbyterian Hospital and the 
Salvation Army’s Unwed Mothers’ Care Center in Pasadena, she 
joined her husband in the real estate business. On September 
6, 2007, she lost her husband, who had been suffering from 
Parkinson’s disease. In 2010, she met her present husband, an 
Armenian school principal for many years, Aram Boolghoorjian. 

Anahis has been a very active member of the Armenian Cilicia 
Evangelical Church of Pasadena, CA. She has been a member of 
the Dorcas Guild and the Hye couples and served as the President 
of the Ladies Auxiliary for three years, as a Trustee for ten years, 
and as a Moderator for three years. Anahis, in deep gratitude to 
God's inexhaustible goodness, has made generous contributions to 
Christian and Armenian organizations.

The Newly Published Book of Rev. Dr. Peter B. Doghranjji 
Exploring Our Faith: In the Words of the Apostles’ Creed

Ithough previously appearing in the form of a series 

of articles in the monthly "News Bulletin" of the 

Armenian Martyrs’ Congregational Church of 

Havertown, PA, from 1977-1979, the Rev. Dr. Peter 
B. Doghramji’s present volume, "Exploring Our Faith: In the 
Words of the Apostles’ Creed," is a most welcome addition to 
contemporary Armenian Evangelical literature. 

Rev. Dr. Doghramji is one of the most distinguished Armenian 
Evangelical theologians in our days. In 37 brief chapters, the 
author takes up line by line and word by word the Apostles’ Creed 
and discusses its meaning to us. 

The Apostles’ Creed is one of the 
most ancient and important creeds of 
Christendom, which summarizes the 
essential and foundational beliefs of the 
Christian Church. 

Speaking of the Christian Creeds 
and how they were formulated, it must be 
stated that even in the early centuries of 
Christendom, when thousands of martyrs 
were dying for their faith, there were those 
within the ranks of the Church who were 
questioning and challenging some of its 
basic teachings. The Church tried to define 
its faith. In doing so, it often engaged in a 
battle between orthodoxy and heresy. 

Orthodoxy (derived from a Greek 
term meaning "right opinion") slowly and 
gradually took form through give-and- 
take arguments, scriptural interpretations 
and decisions of the Ecumenical Councils. 
Heresy was a departure from the accepted 
orthodox doctrine. 

The struggle between orthodoxy and heresy produced 
several creeds of universal significance. Every plank in the 
platform of a Creed was laid because some heresy had arisen, 
threatening to change the nature of Christianity. In facing heresy, 
Christians were forced to think out the implications of their faith 
and convictions. 

Although not written by Jesus’ Apostles themselves, the 
Apostles’ Creed contains the main teachings of the Apostles. 
The Creed probably originated in the second century, but was 
developed through a few centuries until it received its final form. 

The Apostles’ Creed deals primarily with God, Jesus Christ 
and the Holy Spirit. But it also covers other essential themes such 
as the church, the communion of saints, sin and salvation, heaven 
and hell and life everlasting.

In this book, Rev. Dr. Doghramji, with inspiring zeal and 
profound theological reflection, explores the implications of the 
basic tenets of the Church in our daily lives. 

Born in Aleppo, Syria, Peter Butros Doghramji received his 
college and seminary education at Aleppo College in Syria, at the 
American University of Beirut and the Near East School of The- 
ology in Beirut, Lebanon. After serving Assyrian, Armenian and 
Presbyterian churches and educational institutions for about two 
decades, Rev. Dr. Doghramji came to the United States and did his 
graduate work at Harvard Divinity School, receiving a Master of 
Theology degree and a Doctor of Philosophy 
degree from Princeton Theological Seminary. 

Rev. Dr. Doghramji is a retired vet- 
eran Armenian Evangelical minister who has 
served over six decades in various pastoral, 
educational and administrative positions in 
Syria, Lebanon and in the United States. He is 
a pastor, educator and an administrator par ex- 
cellence. Whether an elementary school prin- 
cipal or college president in Aleppo, Syria, or 
Professor of Theology at the Near East School 
of Theology in Beirut, Lebanon, or a pastor in 
Aleppo, Jezireh, Havertown, Downey, Holly- 
wood and New York, Dr. Doghramji’s career 
included all three areas of pastoral, education- 
al and administrative ministries. 

Rev. Dr. Doghramji also played an 
important role in the Armenian Evangelical 
Union of America (AEUNA) first as charter 
member and later as its first Executive 
Secretary, Chair of Ministry Committee, Chair 
of Theological and Ethical Commission, and 
Moderator. He became a good will ambassador 
of the Armenian Evangelicals to non-Armenians when he served 
as Conference Minister of the Pennsylvania Southeast Conference 
of the United Church of Christ in Pennsylvania. 

Standing in the tradition of the pastor-theologian, the Rev. Dr. 
Peter B. Doghramji, through this book, once again proves the fact 
that he is not only an astute theologian but also a keen observer 
and a perceptive analyst of our contemporary culture and society. 

I thoroughly enjoyed reading this thought provoking book 
and highly recommend it to the reading public.

he 200 attendees were in agreement. 

[ "Intelligent," "visionary," "gener- 

ous," "persistent," "positive," "fo- 
cused," "courageous." 

These words describe the Charlotte 
and Elise Merdinian Armenian Evangelical 
School pioneers who were enthusiastically 
honored for founding the School at the 33rd 
Annual Board Banquet on Sunday, March 
8, at Wilshire Country Club in Los Angeles, 
CA. 

The honorees, one by one, were called 
to the podium by Merdinian School Board 
Chair Dr. Vahe Nalbandian, and each made 
a few comments about turning the dream 
of an Armenian Evangelical School in the 
Greater Los Angeles Area into a reality. 
The honorees were: Dr. Misak Abdulian, 
Hrant Agbabian, Vahe Ashkarian, Rev. Dr. 
Vartkes Kassouni, Zaven Khanjian, Hagop 
Loussararian, George R. Phillips, Esq. and 
Sebuh Tashjian. Some of the pioneers un- 
fortunately are no longer with us, and among 
them, Alice Haig, the Founding Chair, was 
given special mention for her leadership. 
Also specially noted were former Execu- 
tive Directors of the Armenian Missionary 
Association of America (AMAA) Rev. Dr. 
Giragos Chopourian and Rev. Dr. Movses 
Janbazian. 

The pioneers spoke about why they felt 
the need for the School. They also com- 
mented about the exceptional teamwork with 
team members focusing on cooperation, col- 
laboration and kindness toward one another. 
They noted their common commitment to 
the highest quality of education, and espe- 
cially to Christian education. The honorees 
then related a few of the many miracles that 
took place as they sought God’s guidance 
and worked on the dream. 

As one Merdinian parent, Mariam 
Kuregyan, wrote the next day, "The room 
was filled with pride and joy and the lineup 
was overwhelmingly talented. To see the 
pioneers in person, to shake their hands, 
and to hear their stories was a treat for a 
new parent like me. The obstacles they had 
to overcome to ensure the success of our 
School was an eye-opener." 


Board Chair Rev. Dr. Nalbandian pro- 
vided an inspiring overview of the series of 
milestones the pioneers achieved that led up 
to the opening of the School. These included 
the beginning in January 1980 with the for- 
mation of an ad hoc Committee and later an 
investigative and a site search Committee 
to study the options and the feasibility of 
having a School in the Greater Los Angeles 
Area, to the joint founding of the School 
in 1982 by the AMAA and the Armenian 
Evangelical Union of North America. The 
rest, as they say, is history. 

Principal Lina Arslanian presented a 
review of the School's substantial accom- 
plishments this past year. Mr. Khanjian, 
Executive Director/CEO of the AMAA 
and Chair of the Merdinian Board for 
many years, provided insightful perspec- 
tives on the ongoing importance of the 
School. Helen Haig, MC for the evening’s 
event, closed with an engaging slide show 


presentation starting with the first student 
body of a few students in the borrowed 
United Armenian Congregational Church 
classrooms and ending with the current 
student body of over 200 students at the 
current campus.

named "Mother of the Year" by the Women’s Fellowship Organization. Born in Athens, Greece, Anitsa’s mother 

Azniv Topuzian was an Armenian Genocide survivor. Sadly, Azniv’s entire family was tortured, killed, or died of 
starvation in Zeytoon by the Ottoman Turks. Only Azniv survived. With the help of an American orphanage in Zeytoon, 
Turkey, she found refuge in Greece where she lived as a refugee, established a life, married and had five children, one of 
whom was Anitsa. 

On February 19, 1947 Anitsa married Vahan Minissian at the Evangelical Church in Athens. As newlyweds the 
couple moved to Armenia in hopes of establishing a better life and going back to their roots of their Motherland. What 
they weren't prepared for was the authoritative Stalin Regime. Anitsa endured the aftermath of the Armenian Genocide, 
lived through Hitler’s invasion of Greece during World War II and outlived the Stalin Regime in Armenia. In 1970, the 
Minissian family of six moved to Pasadena, CA. 

She is the epitome of a mother’s tender love; for Anitsa, faith, family and love are her three pillars. Anitsa says, "My 
mother survived much hardship in life, because of her faith in God and through prayer she overcame. | know my mother 
was a Genocide Survivor because of her resilience, hopeful outlook, and constant faith in God." 

At the presentation Anitsa was surrounded by her four children, their spouses, 11 grandchildren and 2 great grandchildren.

A Woman Ahead of her Time

There are times in our lives, when rather unexpectedly, a new person appears, and becomes a dear friend. This person, 

for me, was Maggie Matossian. She and her husband Arthur had just relocated to Los Angeles from Beirut. Our lives and 
backgrounds were quite different; but the timing of our meeting surpassed all that. We both were so comfortable in each 
other’s company—she always encouraged me; often sharing stories about her amazing, resilient life. Her philosophy of life 
and action, as I saw it, was to help others. 


My initial meeting with Maggie was in 1974 when my husband Jack and I visited the Haigazian College (as it was called 
then), in Beirut. She immediately arranged for us to have a tour of the campus. Her pride in the school was quite evident. I 
later became acutely aware of how deeply her interaction and efforts for the school really were. 

She was a long-time member of the Board of the Managers, and later Chairman of this Board. She was an active 
member of the Beirut Women’s Auxiliary. The Matossian Gallery on the first floor of the Mugar Building was named in 
honor of Maggie and her late husband Arthur. It is the site of The Haigazian University Art Center. 

The Fontana, an upscale department store owned by Maggie and Arthur, was her domain. Her unique woman’s 
perspective expanded the outreach of the store. She had an innate knowledge of the business world. She had wisdom dealing 
with the multiple cultures present in the area. 

I got to know and love Maggie when she moved to Los Angeles and became a member of the Haigazian Women’s 
Auxiliary. Her first-hand knowledge of the University, as we planned fund-raising events, was invaluable. It was in this 
context of the Auxiliary that our friendship grew. She loved all the ladies in the Auxiliary and was very happy to be involved. 
Our meetings at her home always concluded with culinary delights. Caring for the fruit trees in her garden, and sharing their 
produce, was her joy. 

She spoke to me of her deep love for her father, Rev. Yenovk Guekguezian, Pastor of the First Armenian Evangelical 
Church in Beirut. She recalled listening to his erudite sermons with admiration. She was completely devoted to her family— 
the consummate Matriarch. 

She was a brilliant student. Her first love was to become a physician, and she competed for first-in-class with her male 
counterparts. Her dream was never realized—a victim of female roles at that time. 

More personally, she was this dear friend who knew how to listen, and always had an encouraging word. I missed her 
when she moved to Florida. She wanted to be closer to her family. We spoke from time to time, recalling our good times 
together. Even though her health was compromised, she was accepting of her condition, grateful for a full life, and each new 
day. She will be dearly missed by those whose lives she touched. Rest peacefully, dear friend. 

Maggie is survived by her sister, Shoghig (Sunny) Malouf, and family.

Rev. William Kalaidjian 

Rev. William Ka- 
laidjian passed away 
on January 16, 2015 at 
his Riverdale home in 
the Bronx, NY. He was 
89. Born on December 
17, 1925 in Nyack, NY, 
he was the son of Rev. 
Mihran Tatios Kalaidjian, 
the first Executive Secretary (1919-1921) of the 
Armenian Missionary Association of America, and 
Aimee Gillies Kalaidjian. 

Rev. Kalaidjian attended Nyack High School, 
graduated from Adelphi College and the NY 
Theological Seminary. He was a proud U.S. Navy 
Veteran and a mounted Police Officer in Nyack, 
NY before becoming a Chaplain for the NY Police 
Department for 42 years, until his retirement in 
1996. Throughout his tenure, Rev. Kalaidjian 
was responsible for the spiritual well-being of the 
police department and its police officers. From 
1953-1996, Rev. Kalaidjian served as the Pastor 
of the Congregational Church of Bedford Park in 
the Bronx, NY. He was a loving and caring person, 
serving the people with his passion. 

Rev. Kalaidjian was greatly involved in other 
organizations. He was a founding member and 
the Executive Director of the New York State 
Shields; President of the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children; a Chaplain for the Bronx 
Veterans Hospital, and a volunteer Chaplain for 
the Veterans Administration.

Her family and her Armenian heritage were 
of utmost importance to Alice.

She was the first of four children born to 
Mr. and Mrs. Manuel Kassouni, Her mother was a 
teacher at the American Academy in Larnaca. Her 
siblings were Sarkis Kassouni (deceased) of Green- 
ville, Ml, Agnes Kassouni Scribner of Willow Street, 
PA, and Rev. Vartkes Kassouni of Orange, CA. 

With Nouvart’s passing, Cyprus has lost a 
dear and highly regarded leader of the Armenian 
and Evangelical Greek community. She was 
educated in the American Academy in Larnaca. 
Her college education was in Beirut, Lebanon 
at the British Syrian Training College. In 1949 
she married Hercules Panayotides-Djaferis (who 
went to be with the Lord in 2001), son of the Rev.

Nouvart was a teacher in a number of 
educational institutions in Nicosia. She was 
very involved with singing and music.

Her deep faith continued to be paramount 
in all her endeavors. With her husband they 
organized the Evangelical Community Church 
in Nicosia, and were active in the Greek and 
Armenian Evangelical Churches, in both Larnaca 
and Nicosia. 

While her husband was still living, she 
travelled extensively in Europe with him, and was 
a great "ambassador" for Cyprus and Armenia. A 
major highlight of her travels was when, well into 
her 80s, she travelled to Armenia for the first and 
only time. She was captivated by that experience 
and said that if she were younger she would want 
to even live there! 

After a fall in October 2014 she was 
confined to her bed, and never recovered. She 
passed away peacefully surrounded by her loved 
ones. She is survived by her brother, sister, three 
sons, their spouses, six grandchildren and one 
great granddaughter. A friend has said about 
her, "She was an outstanding lady, a friend and 
mother to many, a shining light." That light, which 
she had received from her Lord, Jesus Christ, 
has not gone out. It has been passed on to her 
family and community. "Blessed are they who die 
in the Lord..." 

Funeral services were held on March 7 at 
the Greek Evangelical Church, Larnaca, Cyprus, 
with the Pastor and her son, Rev. Hercules 
Panayotides Jr. officiating.

Rev. Barkev Orchanian 
Rev. Barkev Orchanian 
of Watertown, MA passed 
away on March 7, 2015. He 
was 100. Born in Marash, 
Turkey in 1914, he was the 
oldest often children. In 1923 
the family was forced to move 
to Aleppo, Syria, where he 
attended Bethel School. 

From an early age he worked in his father’s textile 
business to help support the family, as well as to attend 
school in his spare time. His thirst for knowledge led him 
to buy and rent books to read during his business trips. 
Those books led him into politics and atheism. But his 
hunger for truth convinced him to sever his ties with his 
old friends and turned to Christ as his Lord. 

He attended the Theological School in Shimlan, 
Lebanon and married Arousiag Sabounjian. After 
graduation he served as the Minister of the School for 
the Blind in Ghazir, Lebanon. Later he moved to Beirut, 
where he became a youth leader. Eventually he was 
offered to lead the newly formed church in Kamishly, 
Syria. The church was composed of six families. Rev. 
Orchanian’s enthusiasm, sincerity and compassion for 
his flock, and his powerful speaking talent, helped the 
church grow beyond expectations. 

He was sentto pastor churches in Istanbul, Turkey 
several times. Later he was reassigned to a church in 
Homs, Syria and preached in nearby cities such as 
Latakieh and Banias. 

Rev. Orchanian's faith was severely tried when helost 
his newly ordained 29 year old son Norayr. He decided to 
move to the United States in 1979 where God presented 
himwith new opportunities to preach the Gospel. He served 
the Armenian Evangelical community in the United States 
and in Canada. At the age of 73, he leamed how to use 
the computer and wrote dozens of tracts and mailed them 
to Armenian churches all over the world. He published 
more than 12 books. "Jesus in the Old Testament" was 
republished and accepted into the archives of the national 
library in Armenia, the Madenatran. 

Rev. Orchanian wrote numerous articles in peri- 
odicals and newspapers. 

We can be rest assured that as Rev. Orchanian 
met his savior face to face, he was greeted by Him 
saying "Well done thou good and faithful servant.”
